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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
Species A, Claim(s) 2; 
Species B, Claim(s) 3; 
Species C, Claim(s) 4; 
Species D, Claim(s) 5 through 7; 
Species E, Claim(s) 9; 
Species F, Claim(s) 10; 
Species G, Claim(s) 11; 
Species H, Claim(s) 12; and 
Species I, Claim(s) 13 through 17. 

The species are independent or distinct because each Species (as noted below) requires a 
feature that is not required in any of the other Species, thereby making each Species distinct and 
mutually exclusive from one another. 

Species A requires an activation process on one joining surface of either the piezoelectric 
substrate or the supporting substrate; 

Species B requires an activation process of forming an intermediate film in a vacuum; 

Species C requires joining the piezoelectric substrate and supporting substrate at a 
specified temperature (e.g. room temperature or 100°C or higher); 

Species D requires annealing the piezoelectric substrate and the supporting substrate; 

Species E requires exposing the joining surfaces to water or vapor; 
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Species F requires the piezoelectric substrate to be a rotated Y-cut plate having a surface 
acoustic wave propagation direction X; 

Species G requires that the supporting substrate be a single-crystal substrate; 

Species H requires that the supporting substrate have a resistivity of 100 'ft-cm or higher 
in an area immediately below the region in which the electrode pads are formed; 

Species I requires forming an intermediated film that has a different main component 
from the main component of either the piezoelectric substrate or the supporting substrate. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, Claims 1 and 8 are generic.
